"The countenance resembles that 
of Daredesuka's swictheart. but I 
never saw it on a sake cup before," re- 
plied Uhashi. 

"Daredesuka?" 

"Yes, the man who tried to steal 
the gold from the shachi hoka on the 
teushu in Nagoya." 

" The which on the what?" 
''The great gold dolphins on the 
ends of the ridge of Nagoya castle. 
Gen. Kato Kiyomesa put them up 
there nearly ;><mj year- ago, quite 
out of harm's way. you would think." 

"Yes, I remember you pointed out 
the fish a little before we reached 
Nagoya station on our way through, 
but tell us about Daredesuka and his 
sweetheart. What did they do?" 

"Daredesuka was a Mimural who 
had been with tlu daimiyo of Kaga 
once, and had won fame as a great 
swordsman. But when the daimiyo 
died Daredesuka became ronin. That 
is a samurai without a master, lie 
went about teaching fencing and 
fomotimes winning prize- in contests 
before distinguished folk, but never 
getting established anywhere. lie 
was too fond of roaming. He used to 
practice with his sword on all the 
forked limbs of trees that he could 
reach and also on the. wild dogs that 
are as dangerous as wolves on the 
West Coast roads. It is said that 
once when robbers tried to take him 
he cut through two bodiei with a sin- 
gle stroke, and that the other robbers, 
toting this ran away crying that he 
was an Oni (demon), not a man. 

"In time he came to Kiyoto, which 
was a large city then and was the home 
of the Tenshi, our emperor. The 
Bhogun lived in Yeddo— this was a 
long time before the name was 
changed to Tokio. Soon after 
Daredesuka arrived the Shogun 
came dow ii to Kiyoto to see the 'In; 
ihi. Ha had to come once a year ac- 
cording to ancient custom, Of COUTH 
this meant a great deal <d prepara- 
tion. The ceremonies were elabo- 
rate, and the court iiol.ii . who u-u- 
slly were poor, made mom \ bj teach- 
ing the proper etiquette to the Sho- 
gun's orlieers. Geisha were hu.-y in 
all the tea housss^a^ fathered gold 
pi tOOl enough to last them a w hole 
month, which is a long time when 
speaking of geisha. There were all 
sorts of sport, too -polo, archery or 
horseback fencing and jiujutsu, which 

is a kind of wrestling. 

•'Daredesuka was the right kind of 
man for such a tune. He went into 
many contests, and won so often that 
people talked about him bj the 



str« < ts. Because he was a w inner he 
became the guest at many banquets, 
and did not hare to buy any food 
himself for seu ral week?. At the 
banquets he saw many geisha, who 
came to dance and to sing and to play, 
ju.-t as tiny are doing over yonder 
now." pointing to a tea hoti-o al I open 

on one side along t ho rirsr bank. 

"Bcittg a military man. Dsredi IU> 
ka 1 1 i 4.1 mil oars much for geisha. He 
had the name of I -trict and severe 
man. One night, however, at a chaya 
ju-l at the ttd of this bridge, the 
nod fhniOOJ tea house of all in 
Kivoto, Daredesuka ( hanged his idea. 

"Eiltibo San was the cause of the 
change. She was a geisha who did 
the fan dancing most famously and 

was Borer engaged except In the best 

houses and by the richest guests. 

W hen Daredesuka -aw her dancing 
hi ootid not look from her. She 
Iwayod thh] way and that way gently 
as a lily when the autumn wind is 
blowing, and her fan w< ul round lit r 
like a buttl rtly that she had trained. 
Jler face wa- white except the color 
of cherry hloilOIBI on her chl < kl and 
her c\( brows high II in the p-etur 
OH these fans. Her hands were long 
ami line and waved like birds' wings 
when she turned about playing and 

tossing with the fan. Bo long and to 

hard was Darcdi -uka looking that 
the soups and fish the other geisha 

wer< serving to him became quite 

cold, and seme of thegUOStl nearby 
were womb ring. Then one of these 
said : 

" 'You have never seen Kikibo San 
bef(«re? She is our lit st dnn<i r. 
Even the Bhogun, they say. ha- M ■ B 
her. Many men have tried to take 
her home, but she does not Ii-'.' n. 
She has no lover. She lives with an 
old aunt, as she calls her. in the gei- 
sha quarter and never h aves the old 
woman alone for a -ingle night, not 
does ihe cv. r respond to any callers 
who go there to give her presents. 
This* gift bearers talk with the old 
aunt at the gate but no one of them 
has ever had his foot inside.' 

"This, if it could be. mad. Darede- 
suka ever the keener, so that when 
the fan dancing was over and Kikibo 
came round to do her turn at pour- 
ing sake, beginning before him II the 
chief guest, he said -he must tir.-t 
drink from his cup and might aft< r- 
ward serve nun. She took the dainty- 
bit of porcelain from him. and. how - 
ing low, touched it to her forehead. 
Then Daredesuka poured sake from 
the china bottle in front of him. but 
could give hi r only I few drops, a- 
she pushed the mouth of the bottle 
up w ith the i ege ,.|" the eup. -a\ ing: 
'More would be a gn at deal." She 
■ads as though ihe drank it, but one 
c mid not tell, for the geisha is skill- 
ful to pretend. Tht n, before she 
could rinse the cup, Daredesuke took 
it from her and said: Tppal do/., go- 
men natal.' (Full, please, and e.\< ON 
me.) 

"Kikibo laughed lueau-e lie did 
not let her rin.-e the cup. Then -he 

paaaed ou to the next guest, r- aching 

out the sake bottle, with her arm at 
full length and her sleeve caught up 
between In r teeth, out of the way of 
the soup bowls und other di-hei on 
the mat before her. 

"After this e\<r\ thing wa- differ- 
ent for Daredesuka! lit wi bod to 
see Kikibo San ev> ry day and all day 
long. That could not be. but if he 
kept his fame he might see her at the 
tea house festivals while the Shogun 
remained in Kiyoto. and after that, 
if he could get money, he could < all 
on her by himself, he hoped. 

"He kept his fame for the remain- 
ing contests. Perhaps he made it 

even greater, for he had an offer to g>> 
with a great daimiyo to the south, 
wlio promised him a post a- in-! mo- 
tor of his retainers and many k< ku of 
riee. w ith a home anil servants. He- 
fore the fan dancing he would l:,n; 
gone, I am sure, bail such a goi d 
chance come, but now he could Dot 
travel far and have Kikibo San be- 
hind. 

"As he could not take her on the 
daimiyo's train he made humble 
apologies und said that so great hon- 
or could not be his, for he had made 
an agreement already with tnothei 
to travel further north. There eraj 
more truth than he thought in this, 
for he did go from Kiyoto later and 
along the road that takes one north. 
He did not mean to when he declined 
this OtTer, though. 

"Kive or six times after thi- Dare- 
desuka saw Kikibo before the Sho- 
gun left, always in the same tea 
house, and with the -ame few word-, 
for he COUhj not detain her beyond 
the driuking of a single cup of sake.

"Kikilto laughed ui all this. Im ing. 
she said, familiar w ith tine promises. 
' They an all of a kind.' she t « 1«I him 
— Interesting to hear if you did not 
know the] wen like little tin - that 
live a day and tin n nooneknowsw hat 
has become of them." Daredesuke 
pi r-i-:. d. but only to Und that words 
did not avail. At ia.-t heericd: 

" Mine me some teat, for I mUst 
have you know that l-pe.iktl- truth. 
Shall I bring you pearls from the 
dcttp sea or goldi n scale- from the 

dolphin 
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Nagoya cu-tb !' duly 
St] tin thing and 1 shall do it. You 
-hall believe me.' 
"Kikibo looki d merrily at him and 

.-aid: 

"'Yes, 1 mist believe too if you 

bring me a dolphin'.- g.-hh i. si a!« 
from the ridge of the fifth itofj ol 
the tower, as I knos ereQ, for 1 am in 
Nagoya every year. Only the birds 
go up these. Yes; 1 should know 
you .-poke the truth if you brought 
the St ale," and -he laughed again, for 
to the geisha the truthful par. nt« of 
the truthful man are not yet born. 
Then she added: '.My call time for 
the full moon tea house over the river 
has arrived.

"Daredesuka sat still for an hour 
thinking, and then.

"Daredtsuka?" 

"Yes, the man who tried to steal 
the gold from the shachi hoka on the 
tenshu in Nagoya.'' 

"The which on the what?" 

"The great gold dolphins on the 
ends of the ridge of Nagoya castle, 
tien. Kato Kiyoutaea put then up 
there nearly olM) years ago, quite 
out of harm*.-, way, you would think." 

"Yes, I remember you pointed i ut 
the fish a little before we reached 
Nagoya station on our way through, 
but tell us about Daredc-uka and his 
sweetheart. What did they do!'" 

**Daredtsuka was a siimural who 
had been with the daimiyo of Kaga 
onee, and had won fame as a great 
sword-man. liut when the daimiyo 
died Duredesuka became renin. That 
ie a samurai without a ma-ter. lie 
went about teaching fencing and 
sometimes winning prizes in contents 
before distingui-ht d folk, but never 
getting established anywhere. He 
was too fond of roaming. He used to 
practice with his sword on all the 
forked limbs t>{ trees that he could 
reach and also on the wild dogs that 
are as dangerous as wolves OB the 
West Coast road-, it i- said that 
once when robbers tried to take him 
he cut through two bodies with a -in- 
gle stroke, and that tlx ■ ether robbers, 
seeing this, ran away trying that he 
wa- an Oni (demon), not a man. 

"In lime became to Kiyoto, w hich 
wa> | lam oitj then and was the home 
of the Tenths, our emperor. The 
BhogBQ lived in Yeddo— this was a 
long time bt fori the name was 
changed to Tokio. Soon after 
Daredetuka arrived th* Shogun 
came down to Kiyoto to l< a I be Ten* 
i hi. He had to comi onci .1 j >ar ac- 
cording to ancient custom, t M' course 
this meant a great deal of prepare* 
tion. The ceremonies were elabo- 
rate, and the court nobles, who usu- 
ally were poor, made money by teach- 
ing the propel etiquette to the8ho< 

gnuV officers. (Jei-ha were bu.-y in 

all the teg bouses, and gathered fold 

pieces enough to la-t them a whole 
rnonth, whieh is a long time when 
speuking of geisha. There vera all 
•oris of sport, too — polo, archery or 
hortt bad fencing and jiujut.-u, whit h 
is a kind of wrestling, 

"Daredesuka was the right kind of 
man foraseh a tine, lie area! into 

many contests, and won so often thut 
people talked about lam in the 



itn l ta. Bet au«e he was a w inm r he 

bet line the guest at many bani|ucts. 
ami did not have to buy any food 
him-elf for several weeks. At the 
banquet* he saw many geisha, who 
taint to dance end to sing and to play, 
just as tiny are duing ovi r yonder 
now," pointing to a tea hoUM lUopefl 

on one tide along the river bank. 

"Being a military man. Deredt -u- 
ka did not care much for geisha. He 
hail the mum of a - 1 ru t and severe 

man. One night, hoi ever, al a ehaye 

just at the i i >! of llus britlge, the 

noei femoui tea house of all in 

Kiyoto. r»ari >;. -tika changed his idia. 

"Kikibo San was the cause of the 
change. Sin was a geisha who did 
the fan darn ing most famously and 
was never engagi d except ill the t» -t 
boUSM and by the richest guests. 

When Deredeeuka saw her dancing 
he could not look from her. • She 
swayed tin* way and that way g< ntly 
as a lily when the BUtunB wind is 
blowing, and her fan W1 nt roiintl her 
like a butterfly thai she hud trained. 

Her face was white ( aeepH the eoloi 

of cherry blo*somson her du ( kl and 
her eyebrow- high Bf in the pit tures 
en these fans. Her hand- were long 
ami line and waved like birds' wings 
when she mined about playing and 
tossing with the fan. So long and so 
hard wa- Daredesuka looking that 
the -imp- and fish the othergeisha 
wire serving to him became quite 
cold, and soma of the guests nearby 
wire wondering. Then oneof these 
said: 

" 'You have never seen Eikibo San 
before? She is our best dancer. 
Even the Shogun. they say. ha- < n 
lu r. Muny men have tried to take 
her home, but she doce not listen. 
She has no lover. She lives with an 
old niint. as she calls her. in the gei- 
sha quarter and never L aves the old 
woman alone for a -ingle night, nor 

d he ever respond to ary callers 

who go there to give her pt e a enta . 
Then pft b ea re r i talk with the old 
aunt at the gate but no one of them 
has ever had his foot inside.' 

"This, if it could be. made Darede- 
suka e\cr the keciii r. so that when 
the fan dancing was over and Kikibo 
came round to do her turn at quir- 
ing sake, beginning before him a* the 
chief guest, he !>ai<l she must first 
drink from his t up and might after- 
ward serve him. She took the dainty 
bit of porcelain from him. and, how - 
ing low, touched it to her forehead. 
Then Darednuka poured sake from 
the china Iwttle in front of bin, but 
could give her only a law drops, ns 
she pushed the mouth of the bottle 
up with the edge «f the t up. >aying: 
\\b re would be a great deal.' She 
mailt- as though she drunk it. but one 

e. uld not tell, for the geisha i^ skill- 
ful to pretend. Then, before she 
could rin-e the < up, Darcde-uka took 
it from her and said: 'Jppal dozo go. 
nien natal." ( Full, plca>c. and excuse 
me.) 

"Eikibo laughed because he did 
not let her rinse the cup. Then .-he 
passed on to the next guest, n aching 
out the -ake bottle, with her arm at 
full length and her lleete caught up 
between her teeth, out of the way of 
the soup bowls and other di-ht.- on 
the mat before her. 

"After this everything wa* differ- 
ent for Darede-uka. He wished to 
see Eikibo San every day and all «!ay 
long. That could not be, but if he 
kept nil fame be might see her at the 
tea house festivals while the Shogun 
remained in Kiyoto. and after thut. 
if he could get nu nev. he could call 
on her by himself, he hoped. 

"He kept his fame lur the remain- 
ing contests. Perhaps he made it 
even greater, for he had an offer logo 
with a great daimiyo to the south, 
wlio pronised him a post as instruc- 
tor of his retainers and many ki ku of 
rice, with a home and servants. Be- 
fore the ffin dancing he would havo 
gone, 1 am sure, had such a good 
chance come, but now he could not 
oavel fur and leave Eikibo Ban be*

Frank Moore Indicted. 



Friday Geo M. Sieco, t tie alleg 
ed munierer of Miss Uertlia W.I 
liainson. came to this city to cm 
suit with his attorneys. lie arri 
vexl on the n< >un train aud return- 
ed to Henderson on the afternoon 
train. Hie appearance here crea- 
ted some excitement, hut no dem- 
onstration whatever was made. A 
large crowd gathered to see the 

furieooeraa he was taken from the 
aw office to the depot. (iro\er 
Brown tho murdered girl's lover 
and escort on the fatal night was 
in town. It was reported that lie 
openly declared his intention to 
kill Sieoo and went to tbe depot 
armed with a aholgun ready Lo at- 
tack the prisoner These rumors 
could not be substantiated, bow- 
ever. Brown made no effort what- 
ever to injure Sieco. Perfect or- 
der prevailed Deputy sheriff 
Flanary went to Hendereou and 
brought Hiaoo to the city and re- 
turned with him 

Tuesday Sisco was again 
brought to this city to appear in 
court. Aa expected, the caae was 
oontinued by the defendant. Tbe 
caae attracted widespread atten- 
tion and a large crowd was in town 
Tbe court room waa crowded when 
tbe oaee was called. The Judge 
ordered that every poreoii in tbe 
court room should be searched. 
After thia precaution was taken, 
Sisco waa brought into the court 
room. He appeared nervous and 
waa evidently afraid that violence 
would be attempted Both sides 
have a great number of witnesses 
The prisoner was returnsd to Hen 
dereon on the afternoon train. 
The case was set for the 7th day 
of the Marcli term of court.
